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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the ‘Citi- 
zens of Newfield, I herewith submit the annual 
school report: 


According to the school census of April, 1943, there 
are 38 boys and 31 girls between the ages of five and 
twenty-one. Forty-one of this number are registered 
in school as follows: elementary grades, 35; high 
school, 6. There has been a very decided decrease in 
school population during the past three years. At- 
tendance has been good. Seven pupils have maintained 
perfect attendance. They are: Vera Murray, Berton 
Murray, Lorraine Dunnells, Barbara Fisher, Marie 
Sprague, Shirley Chute, and Maurice Beal. 


Newfield has felt the effects of teacher shortage. At 
the beginning of the school year vacancies existed in 
both elementary schools. These were finally filled by 
the election of Mrs. Edith L. Averill of Limerick to 
the grammar school and Mrs. Gladys E. Murray of 
Limerick to the primary school. Near the end of the 
fall term Mrs. Averill resigned and Mrs. Helen M. 
Carpenter of Waterboro substituted for the few re- 
maining weeks of the term. Since that time it has 
been impossible to secure another elementary teacher 
and we have been forced to combine the grammar and 
primary schools—35 pupils in 7 grades, with one 
teacher, Mrs. Murray. 

Newfield is now maintaining a B class high school 
with a registration of 6. A Bclass school is one main- 
tained for 36 weeks with at least one teacher and 
offers at least one approved course of study for two 
years of high school work. Under the present arrange- 
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ment, Freshmen and Sophomores are taken care of 
here, and Juniors and Seniors attend school in Sanford 
and Limerick. This change was necessary as no as- 
sistant was available. 


The problem of securing sufficient teachers to main- 
tain all our schools is becoming acute. Present con- 
ditions indicate that next year matters will by no 
means improve and that consolidations will have to be 
made if all our children are to be given the opportunity 
of attending school. Even before the war the trend 
was to close small high schools and transport the 
students to larger systems. Now, with the emergen- 
cies brought on by the war, this is more than a trend. 
It is a necessity. Men and women can not be found 
who will teach these smaller schools. During the past 
two years, 17 high schools and academies in Maine 
have been closed and combined with larger systems in 
neighboring towns. The benefits of such action is 
two-fold. Teachers are released to fill positions where 
they are more needed, and pupils derive the benefits 
of a broader course of study. The present day tend- 
ency is very definitely toward regional high schools. 


Necessary minor repairs have been made during the 
year. Extensive improvements in heating, lighting, 
and sanitation should be made to make our school 
building somewhat standard. Lack of water supply is 
another problem which needs solution. 


May I in closing express appreciation to the Citizens, 
the Superintending School Committee, and the Teach- 
ers for their cooperation during the year.

To the School Officials and Citizens of the Town of 
Newfield, 
Dear Friends: : 

Another, and a difficult, fiscal year has come to a 
close. I shall report on the work in music, room by 
room. | 

In the Primary room, we have enjoyed the most 
uninterrupted opportunity to carry out a program of 
work. Here the work of teaching the boys and girls 
to “carry a tune” and to read music has progressed 
nicely, supplemented by the use of the Tonettes. 

The Grammar room has had many changes in its 
teacher as you are all aware. We would get the work 
going well with one teacher when, suddenly, it would 
be necessary to have another teacher come in. Thanks 
to the helpful cooperation of each teacher, reasonably 
good total results have been attained. New song books 
were purchased for this room this fall. 

The High school chorus work was progressing nicely 
last year, but since it was necessary to cut out the 
two upper classes, the few remaining pupils felt lost 
at first. They are, with Mrs. Rolfe’s fine encourage- 
ment, getting increasingly better results. 

At the time of writing, we are trying to adjust 
ourselves to the latest blow of the teacher shortage 
which combined the three rooms into two. It is too 
early to attempt to evaluate this change. 
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The Orchestra played creditably for graduation, but 
was hit hard this fall by the change in the High school. 
It is now rapidly recovering. _ : 

I am grateful indeed for the fine cooperation of you 
all. Education must go on, war or no war; it is vital 
to America. So, while I outline conditions frankly, 
I do not complain, but rather with a full knowledge of - 
the situation proceed to carry on. 

In closing, I would speak a word of appreciation of 
the boys and girls, the great majority of whom, as 
these difficulties have arisen, have seemed to me to 
have taken hold all the harder to make the best of 
the situation which the war has brought about.
